started “at the earliest possible 
moment.”

Green wrote committee m em ­ 
bers that the AFL amendments, ; 
introduced by Senator Walsh (D- 
Mass), had been proposed “in good 
faith.” 
“We are certainly entitled to a 
hearing,” Green added.

“It is 
inconceivable 
that the 
senate committee . . . would deny 
the American Federation of Labor 
hearing on amendments . . . mere- ; 
ly because of the opposition of the 
representatives of the congress of i 
industrial organizations.” 
The CIO is opposed to the pro- | 
posais, which would effect funde-j 
mental changes in the Wagner act.

Discretionary powers of the labor ^ 
relations board generally w oul d , 
be curtailed, employers would be 
permitted to petition for elections 1 
to ascertain w hat employe agency ' 
they 
should 
recognize, 
and the

right to appeal the labor board’s 
decisions to the courts would be 
broadened.

Chairman Thomas (D-Utah) of 
the labor committee has said that 
a battle between the AFL and 
the CIO over changes in the labor 
law might hinder the peace nego­ 
tiations. 
Senator Burk e (D-Neb), author 
of another .set of proposed am end­ 
ments to the labor lavv% told re­ 
porters he thought hearings should 
be started not later than April 1. 
“People from all sections of the 
country are desirious to appear 
and testify regarding needed chan­ 
ges,” Burk e said. 
“Although 
I 
approv'ed Senator Thom as’ origin­ 
al decision to delay the hearings, 
I do not think they would inter­ 
fere with the peace negotiations if 
they were started by the first of 
April. 
“If hearings are not started by 
that date, it would be clear evi­ 
dence that the peace negotiations 
are being used as an ex cuse to 
postpone action, and I don't think 
anyone wants to give that appear- 
' ance.”

at the Versailles peace 
confer­ 
ence ,ended its ex istence.

collapsed after

disintegration

followed the Sept. 29 accord of 
Munich, 
where the nation 
was 
dismembered 
to 
k eep 
Europe 
from a general war. 
The

ment was the first official notice 
the Czech people had of the new 
situation,

Slovak 
cabinet

Slovak ia declared its independ­ 
ence today under assurances of 
protection from Adolf Hitler.

Of all the p ersistent notions, 
not founded on fact, that p rev ail 
among p eop le, this one seems the 
hardest to destroy. All authorities 
are conv inced that there is not 
the slightest truth in such un­ 
fortunate sup erstitions. 
We known with certainty that 
there is no nerv ous connection 
between the mother and the un­ 
born child. Usually these occur­ 
rences are just coincidental, often 
embellished with imaginativ e de­ 
tails. Not one case suitably in­ 
v estigated has ev er stood up . 
The mothers of Sp arta in an­ 
cient Greece were commanded to 
look only on p ictures and statues 
which 
showed

: beautiful, so that their children 
I would be strong and beautiful, 
i But we know today that it is not 
' p ossible to affect the child, who

As I hav e frequently exp lained 
in these columns, children differ 
as to the time when hair, teeth,

An extra­ 
ordinary 
delay

demand 
inv estigation by the doctor, be­ 
cause there are some constitu­ 
tional diseases which affect the 
growth of hair. 
As to the nodding, it must be 
remembered that a fiv e-months- 
old baby is only just beginning 
to hold up its head, because the 
muscles are still weak and un­ 
trained.

tions. 
The start of the spring-summer- 
fall productive cycle during which 
farm income ni rmally inci cases to 
an October peak finds prices 
o f 
major commodities lower than at 
the 
beginning 
of 
the 
previous 
growing season although substan­ 
tially higher than at the bottom 
of the 19 38 slump. 
Greening wheat fields in the 
southwest and mild weather over 
most of the agricultural belt have 
sent millions of farmers into fields 
for soil preparation work . 
Their 
analysis of mark et conditions and 
of the government program, in­ 
cluding soil conservation and pro­ 
duction control features, is ex­ 
pected to determine the size of 
grain crops. 
Prices of important farm com­ 
modities averaged approximately 
9 per cent lower at Chicago today 
than a year ago. 
Corn is 16 per 
cent Icwer, wheat 19 per cent off, 
oats 3 per cent and rye 34 per 
cent. 
Hogs are down 20 per cent, 
butter 27 per cent and eggs 2 per 
cent. 
Steers, however, are 29 per 
cent higher. 
Compared with the 
low prices of 19 38, all commodi­ 
ties except butter are substantially 
higher, with gains ranging from 4 
to 21 per cent. 
Reduced production in wheat is 
in prospect this year, winter wheat 
acreage already being well below 
that sown last seasrn. 
Hog m ar­ 
k etings are expected to be larger 
than in 19 38 while the national 
goal of corn production is substan­ 
tially the same.
